Counsel suggested to the Court. that, 
subject to the approval of the Salford and 
Dublin Police, Mrs. Nolan, the wife of 
Joseph Nolan, be accepted as security for 
her husband on the condition of her lod ing 
the amount of the bond in court. There 
was a precedent, he said, in the case of a 
Frenchman in an English court. The father 
in that instance was accepted as bail and the 
money was lodged in court. Owing to what 
subsequently transpired, there was an applica- 
tion at the Lewes Assizes in 1889 to estreat 
the bond, but the judge refused the applica- 
tion as the man was unable to appear because 
he was in a lunatic asylum in France. There 
was a difficulty in the case of Nolan in 
getting recognisances of whom the police 
would approve as they were not citizens of 
the State, but that would be. overcome by 
having the amount of the bond lodged in 
court. 

Judge Davitt said that he would accept 
two independent securities who were citizens 
of the Free State. 

After a long discussion Judge Davitt said 
that he would accept two securities of £1,000 
each and Nolan's own personal bail of 
£2,000. The securities would have to be 
approved by the Salford and Dublin Police 
and the Attorney-General. 

Nolan would have to remain in Dublin 
and report to the police twice a week. 


FOUND IN A BOOK, 


CODICIL TO ENGINEER’S 


LL, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

An application was made in the matter of 
the goods of the late Pierce Malone, a retired 
engineer, of 8 St. Peter’s road, Drumcondra, 
Dublin, whose estate was stated to amount 
to £21,598. 

Mr, Geraghty (instructed by Messrs. J. H. 
Walsh and Co.) made the application on be- 
half of the Superioress of the Sisters of 
Charity, ‘St. Laurence O’Toole’s, Seville 
place, Dublin, for liberty to apply for a grant 
of administration, with the will and codicil 
annexed, He said that the testator died in 
1910, and the estate was duly administered, 
but quite recently a codicil was discovered 
which altered the disposal of part of the 
residue, The testator appointed as his 
executors and trustees Charles Gumley, 
William Gumley and Anne Torney. The 
last-named person had been his housekeeper, 
and to her he gave the use of the house in 
St. Peter’s road until her death, after which 
it was to be brought into the residue, The 
rest of the residue had been given in charity 
to go in egual shares between the Blind 
Asylum, Merrion; the Deaf and Dumb In- 
stitute, Cabra, and the Incurable Hospital, 
Donnybrook. The present applicatits were 
the parties entitled under the codicil. 

Anne Torney died in February, 1932, in- 
testate, and aged eighty years. On her 
death, the house in St. Peter’s road became 
distributable, and the solicitor representing 
the Blind Asylum, Merrion, went into pos- 
session. 

There the codicil was found in a book, en- 
titled “ Meditation for Every Day in the 
Year.” It was found between the cover of 
the book and a sewn-on cover. The codicil 
was witnessed, according to the signatures, 
by Alfred A. Ternan and Henry Moore. In- 
quiries about. the, whereabouts of these two 
persons were made through the medium of 
the “ Agony Column” of a Dublin news- 
paper, and the first-named was discovered ; 
but it was not known whether the other was 
alive or not. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked who were the 
parties who would oppose the present appli- 
cation, 

Mr. Geraghty said that they were the 
Royal Hospital for Incurables, the Blind 
Asylum, Merrion, and the Deaf and Dumb 
Institute, Cabra. They were the three 
parties who would divide the house between 
them. 

Mr. Justice Hanna directed that these three 
bodiés should be served with notice, and he 
allowed the case to stand until the first day 
of next sittings.

He now 
admitted his responsibility, although he still 
claimed that he did not know anything about 
the tampering with the whiskey. The plain- 
tiffs were prepared to agree to that motion 
being taken as a trial of the action, and 
waive their claim to damages on the grant- 
ing of an injunction. 

Ir. Justice Meredith said that he did not 
think that the matter threw any personal 
reflection on the defendant, who was ill when 
the irregularities took place. He made the 
order sought.

HEN the Society of Jesus was 

established by St. Ignatius Loyola in 
1530, one of its two great aims was the 
spreading of the Roman Catholic Faith in 
non-Christian countries, to recompense the 
Church for the losses suffered in Europe 
through the Reformation.

The author has demonstra beyond 
a doubt by his descriptions of the site, 
galleries of the mine, mounds, and relics 
of the huts or shelters, that the mines 
were worked by a people who buried their 
dead in round barrows, used Beaker 
pottery, and must have lived about the 
beginning of the Bronze Age. Many of 
Mr, Pull’s conclusions are swpported by 
evidence afforded by the flora, fauna and 
land shells of the district at that time, 
the remains of which were unearthed dur. 
ing the work of excavation. Here fault 
must be found with an excellent book. The 
illustrations are poor, and give little idea 
of the objects described, Such i]lustra- 
tions as there are are taken largely from 
Belgian flint-mining sites. 

When the defect has been remedied in 
a subsequent edition, Mr. Pull’s work wil]

taking has occasioned’ pointed and quite 
legitimate criticism on the part of students 
of Old. and Middle Irish to whom the 
“Academy’s house is not within easy reach. 
‘Tt is almost, if not qnite, twenty years 
since the first fasciculus was printed, but 
even the most impatient will not lay the 
blame for that delay upon Dr. Bergin or 
upon Professor Carl Marstrander, - to 
whose labours the first section of the work 
was due. Now that this second fasciculus 
is printed—and students ‘have Dr. 
Bergin’s word for it that other sections 
are in an advanced state of preparation— 
it is to be hoped that publication will be 
speeded, and that students of the older 
forms of the language will have the entire 
work at their disposal within a reasonable 
length of time. 

In this second fasciculus Miss Joynt and 
Miss Knott treat of the words beginning 
with the letter E. More than two 
thousand. words. are dealt with, and the

TIBET. 
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Twenty Years in Tibet. By David Macdonald. 
London: Seeley, Service. 18/- net. 
ONG residence and racial affinity have 
given Mr. David Macdonald a rare 
understanding of the people, manners and 
customs of Tibet. Although his father 
was a hardy Scot, his mother was a 
Sikkimese lady of good family; and this 
fact explains his sympathetic grasp of his 
subject, since the Sikkimese and Tibetans 
are closely akin, The author has been 
able to ‘win thé confidence and even the 
affection of many of the more highly-placed 
Ministers and officials—even the Dalal 
Lama himself—and he certainly has 
availed himself of his privileges, to the 
great gain of his readers. His period of 
service on the North-East Frontier of 
India was, in many respects, one of the 
most momentous in the history of Tibet. 
In 1904 Colonel Younghusband carried out 
his famous mission to Lhasa. Hight years 
later the Dalai Lama was compelled to flee 
the country and seek the protection of the 
British in India, whence he returned after 
two years. With these matters, and many 
others of lesser import, the author has had 
an intimate and first-hand acquaintance, 
often gathered from the principals in the 
events themselves. He has all a scholar’s 
interest In the people whom he under- 
stands so well, and displays a deep know- 
ledge of the literature and art that he 
encountered. Much of his apparently all- 
embracing experience is embodied in the 
resent book, which must go far to assist 
he reader to a better understanding of 
the mysterious folk who dwell in the

A VOICE IN THE 


SAMUEL BUTLER. 
———— bexm— 
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ust thirty years since Samuel 


i? is 
Knott, Í Butler died, and his significance as a 


thinker, completely unsuspected in his 
own lifetime, is only now i oye. to be 
realised. The impression left by Miss 
Stillman’s book is of a man who was not 
merely somewhat ahead of his age, like 
Ibsen or Bernard Shaw, but so far ahead 
that the succeeding generation has not 
caught up with him, The ideas for which 
he strove are not yet attained, and even 
in 1932 this mid-Victorian ig still an 
ultra-modern. 

Most of. us know Butler as the author 
of two brilliantly ironical attacks on the 
follies of his age, and of that terribly 
vivid piece of autobiography, ' The Way 
of All Flesh.” It is not, however, until 
one reads such a work as Miss Stillman’s 
that one realises fully the brilliance and 
variety of his talents. Painting, his 
chosen métier, was the one thing at which 
he failed; for the rest, he analysed the 
conditions of his time in a manner only 
equalled by Ibsen, put forward a theory 
of evolution which may yet displace that 
of Darwin, and plunged deeply into theo- 
logical and literary research. His views 
on all these matters were virile and chal- 
lenging ; yet they were received in com- 
plete silence even by those who might 
have been expected to react most bitterly 
against them, He passed his life 
unnoticed and in poverty: “ Erewhon”’ 
was the only book on which he made even 
a little money. 


“ “ a Lá * 


As a writer his chief characteristic is a 
subtle and delicate irony, which is, 
perhaps, most apparent in “ Erewhon,”’ 
but can be detected in almost everything 
that he wrote. He is a master of analogy, 
sometimes using one concept to illustrate 
another in the manner of a parable, and 
sometimes turning an idea inside out jn 
order to present it in a fresh light. úis 
chapter on “ Musical Banks” and that 
on the Erewhonian criminal system are 
good examples of the two methods, Much 
of his irony is so subtle that it often 
escapes notice, and it is amusing to learn 
that one of his bitterest attacks on the 
Church (“ The Fair Haven ’’) was actually 
mistaken for a defence of orthodoxy by 
the religious papers, all of which published 
favourable reviews of it. 

_ His work has many high qualities, and, 
perhaps, the greatest of them is that it is 
always the expression of something he 
badly wanted to say, He never wrote for 
the sake of writing, His ideas, like the 
Erewhonian unborn, came to him un- 
bidden; they worried. and pestered him 
until he consented to give birth to them. 
He was trying to become a painter when 
‘*Erewhon ” so presented itself; he had 
no wish of his own to be a writer, but the 
need for expression drove him to it, So 
it was with all his other books. Some- 


thing needed to be said, and he had to 
say it. 
- w * * * 

No idea of, this remarkable man would 
be complete without a study of his family 
life, to which Miss Stillman has rightly 
given a good deal of space. Apart from 
“The Way of All Flesh,” of which they 
were the obvious inspiration, Butler's 
father and mother played a great part 
in the formation of his character. By his 
narrowness of outlook and his stupid 
oppression in the name of godliness, Thomas 
Butler drove his son eventually to that 
revolt against everything from which his 
outlook was derived. If Thomas had been 
different, there would have been no Samuel 
Butler as we know him. Samuel used the 
tyranny of his family much as the pearl 
oyster uses the grain of sand that finds its 
way ‘into his shell, and transformed a 
source of irritation into a thing of beauty. 

Miss. Stillman has told us much about 
Butler’s family, and much about his 
associates. Easily the most curious fact 
in Butler’s life is his absurd infatuation, 
amounting almost to love, for the worth- 
less Pauli, who sponged on him for so 
many years, and never showed the least 
signs of affection in return. Butler, so 


duped. 
an Erewhonian court it would have earned 
him a severe sentence for the crime of mis- 
ylaced confidence.’’ His relations with 
Miss Savage—the inspirer of many of his 
works—Henry Festing Jones, and his 


clear and entertaining way, but space does 
not permit us to deal with them, 
a a Li a a. 


The fact that he made no money by his 
writings mattered little to a man of 
Butler’s calibre, but the utter neglect of 
his contemporaries must have been very 
hard to bear. Everything that Butler 
wrote, whether an attack on orthodox 
Christianity, a biological treatise, or a 
theory as to the authorship of the Odyssey, 


was, in his opinion, a matter of vital im- 
portance. He might be a voice crying in 
the wilderness, but he could expect that 
somebody, at any rate, would hear that 
voice, Nobody, however, chose to listen: 


‘Butler, for all his ability, remained a 


nonentity during his lifetime. Neverthe- 
less, he had that confidence in the im- 
mortality of his works which we find in 
the sonnets of Shakespeare—which is 
repeated in his own m, “ Not on Sad 
Stygian Shore.” his was sufficient 
recompense for him, and he died, as Miss 
Stillman says, in the knowledge that *‘ the 


best part of his life was still before him.”’

R. A. R. THOMPSON’S new volume 
forms a sequel to his ‘‘ Nature by 
Night,” which. was @ © best-seller ’’ 
twelve months ago.

There are over a hundred photographs 
taken by the author, many of which are 
unusually fine, The main purpose of 
the book is to introduce to the reader the 
mammals, birds, reptiles, fishes and cer- 
tain insects, natives of these islands, 
which can be met during the daytime, 
Much information is given in condensed 
form, and salient points, useful for pur- 
es of identification in the field, are 
aa out. 


In general, the information given is 
uccurate and trustworthy. It is, however, 
incorrect to say that the black guillemot 
lays only one egg; normally this species 
lays two eggs, im contrast to other mem- 
“bers of the family inhabiting the British 
Tales. The cuckoo, again, is frequently 
mistaken for a sparrowhawk, and it is 
difficult to reconcile the statement that it 
“bears considerable resemblance to the 
kestrel.”’ 

Reference is made in some cases to the 
distribution of individual species im 
Treland, but generally the present-day 
distribution in Great Britain is taken as a 
basis.

ANNUAL MEETING OF 
CONVOCATION, 


The annual meeting of Convocation of 
Queen's University, Belfast, was held yester- 
day m the Physics Lecture Theatre of the 
University, the Right Hon. Mr. Justice 
grown presiding. 
Tt wea anced that the Right Hon. Mr. 
Justice Brown had been nominated as Charr- 
man. of Convocation; Professor R. 4. 
Johnstone as Deputy-Chairman and Mr. A. 
Picken, LL.B., as Clerk of Convocation for 
the ensuing year. There being no other 
nominations, ihe appointments were unani- 
mously adopted, i ' 

The report of the Standing Committee of 
Convocation stated that it had held twe 
meetings during the year. , 

The Committee considered the following 
proposed amended statute, which was pro- 
visionally adopted by the Senate at its meet- 
ing on November 25rd, and had to be sub- 
mitted to Convocation far its approval :— 

“ The degree of M.Agr. may be conferred 
upon Bachelors of Agriculture or upon 
graduates of other Universities who hold 
equivalent degrees, after the lapse of-not less 
than two academic years from the date of 
their admission to the degree. It may be 
eonferred either {a) on the submission of a 
thesis to be approved by the Faculty of 
Agriculture or (b) as a recognition of inde- 
pendent research i one or more, of the sub- 
iects of the Faculty.” 
The amended statute differed from the 
original statute only in the first sentence, 
which read in the original as follows :— The 
degree of M.Agr. may be conferred upon 
Bachelors of Agriculture of the University 
and upon graduates of this and other Univer- 
sities whom the Senate may decide to admit 
ad eundem gradum after not less than two 
"ears. 
The Standing Committee approved of the 
emendation, and it was. recommended that 
Convocation approve of above alteration 1m

After his death 
Parnell was rated by Asquith as “ one of 
the three or four great mem of the cen- 
tury,’’ despite the fact that, in Mr. Cyril 
Asquith’s words, he conveyed to the 
Liberal statesman the impression that, 
“with all his transcendental acuteness in 
some matters, Parnell lacked in others a 
grasp of the obvious.” Unlike many, 
Asquith, however, never came under the 
Trish chief’s magnetic spell ; but, if he did 
not, when the Irish Party split in Com- 
mittee Room 15, Asquith, for all his 
strong nonconformity, ‘‘ shocked his 
friends ” by saying that he would have 
been one of the Parnellite minority. If 
anything, time but strengthened his high 
opinion of Parnell’s quality, and some 
years later he wrote to Lady (then Mrs.) 
Horner: “ I was a Parnellite—latterly in 
a sneaking kind of way—up to the end. 
With all his limitations, and in spite of 
the incredible stupidities both in calcula- 
tion and in conduct which he from time to 
time committed, I think he will be 
reckoned one of the great personal forces 
of this century.” 

_ Something like the judgment of history 
is passed by Mr. Spender, as he comments 
thus on the situation facing Asquith when 
he became Prime Minister in 1908: 
“ Across the floor of the House were other 
men who were to be equally important 
to his fortunes in the coming years, and 
especially John Redmond, the leader of 
the Irish Party. Though Redmond’s life 
had been spent as a leader of insurgents 
im. the political wilderness, he and Asquith 
had fundamentally much in common, Both 
were, above all things, House of Com- 
tons men; both, in their approach to 
Parliament and in their manner of speech, 
were in the classical tradition, Behind the 
scenes the two men understood each other 
perfectly, and needed no voluminous 
explanations to see and make allowances 
for each other's difficulties. There was 
much plain speaking, as the records show, 
but. neyer, or scarcely ever, a misunder- 
standing. ‘Trust in Asquith on the part 
of ‘the Irish was to count for a great deal 
im the years that followed; for there 
were many occasions on which the Govern- 
ment might easily have been wrecked if 
trickery or dishonesty had been suspected 
on either side.” These were outstanding 
characteristics of Asquith and Redmond, 
but in both leaders they were insufficient 
for. the tasks that confronted them when 
the dogs-of world war and revolution 
were loosed in 1914, 

Mr. Spender and Mr. Cyril Asquith 
have made a happy collaboration in this 
complete, able and well-documented 
“Life.” Their success and Asquith’s 
place in the long line of English Prime 
Ministers, make the book one of the most 
important biographies of the year. 
Written with evident affection, it is by 
no means uncritical, and it presents 
Asquith as he appeared to his politics! 
associates and to his friends and family — 
Mr. Cyril Asquith’s “ A Personal Chap- 
ter’? is surely as true and attractive 
a character sketch as contemporary 
biography can show, The volume may he 
taken as presenting officially and finally 
the Asquithian view on Home Rule and the 
Ulster Unionist challenge, the constitu- 
tional crisis and the House of Lords, the 
World War and its special problems, the 
coalition Govern ‘ents, and the relations 
between Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George. 

Both volumes are remarkably free from 
errors of fact—even from minor errors. 
Mr. Spender, however, is scarcely accurate 
when he describes the Irishmen executed 
in 1916 as “ followers”’ of Roger Case- 
ment. Incidentally, he states that the 
Cabinet was “ anxious to discover a loop- 
hole ” by which a reprieve could be ex- 
tended to Casement, but that, after three 
efforts, no case for reprieve could be made 
out except the excuse of insanity—which 
was quite impossible—and that, after the 
executions in Dublin, the law had to take 
its course in London. 
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SUCCESSFUL, YEAR. 


DIOCESAN INTERMEDIATE 
SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


Speaking yesterday at the prize distribution 
of the Diocesan Intermediate School for Girls, 
Adelaide 1oad, Dublin, the Archbishop of 
Dublin congratulated the headmistress on 
the progress which the school had 
made during the past year. Referring to a 
rumour which had been circulated recently 
to the effect that the school was about to be 
discontinued, he said that nothing was further 
from the minds of the governors, and that, 
whatever difficulties had to be faced, the 
school was of such value that every effort 
would be made to keep it going.

After an intensive campaign in Northern 
Ireland to ‘‘ I’ush Ulster Goods’’ and 
agricultural produce by means of shopping 
weeks and exhibitions, a: movement has 
been initiated to encourage better trade 
relations with Great Britain. A delega- 
tion of business men, including Mr. James 
A. Cleland; president of the Ulster Indus- 
tries’ Development Association, this week 
visited Edinburgh and. placed the Ulster 
industrial position before the Edinburgh 
Chamber of Commerce and the Publicity 
Club. They impressed upon them that 
between Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain there are no Customs barriers 
whatever, and that: trade was as free 
between the two countries as between 
different parts of Scotland ; that no pass- 

rts were necessary ‘when visiting 

orthern Ireland and no vexatious ordi- 
nances would confront them if they deter- 
mined to have a motoring holiday in the 
North. They also wera | out how Ulster 
agricultural produce and «tock had been 
improved by the various enactments of the 
Northern Government, and they urged the 
buying of more Northern -Ireland farm 
produce, more fine linen, tobaceo, poplins, 
razor blades and a variety of other articles 
produced in the province... 'This movement 
to take full advantage of the British 
market is calculated to assist materially 
Northern agriculturists and manufac- 
turers. : 


STORMONT. 


The Northern Parliament will meet next 
Tuesday to receive the Royal assent to 
the several bills passed during the past 
few weeks. The most important of jheie

Parliament will 
then adjourn without any discussion until 
the 28th February. Such a long adjourn- 
ment was vigorously opposed by the two 
Independent Unionist members, Messrs, 
Nixon and Henderson, and the Labour 
member, Mr. J. Beattie: and to enforce 
their protest: they kept the House sitting 
one evening until nearly 11 o’clock, when 
Mr. Henderson, who admitted he knew 
very little about the subject, spoke for 
nearly two hours upon agriculture. But, 
if Parliament is not sitting, the Ministers, 
or most of them, are likely to be busy 
during the Christmas recess, The Minister 
of Labour, who does not enjoy a forty- 
four hour week in these depressed times, 
has the railway dispute upon his hands 
at the moment. The Prime Minister and 
the Minister of Finance have negotiations 
for new shipbuilding orders for Belfast, 
and the Minister of Agriculture has a 
series of quotas to arrange for wheat, 
bacon and other matters arising directly 
and indirectly from the Ottawa Con- 
ference. 


ADMINISTRATIVE WORKSHOP. 


But if the Stormont legislative machine 
will be stopped temporarily, the adminis- 
trative workshop at Stormont will con- 
tinue to hum merrily. It probably came 
as a shock to the public when they learned, 
as the result of a question to the Minister 
of Yinance, that there are 2,014 civil 
servants, permanent and temporary, apart 
from school teachers, in Northern Ireland, 
of whom 841 are housed in the Parliament 
and Administrative Building at Stormont. 
A bureaucracy, amounting almost to an 
autocracy, has been established in 
Nofthern Ireland more costly and more 


Government officials in Northern Ireland, 
which arises from time to time, would 
have some point if it could be shown that 
the province would “gain materially by 
running its administrative machine under- 
stafíed, . But what is the position? Owing 
to the inter-locking financial arrange- 
ments between Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain, all the surplus revenue of 
Northern Ireland, after the payment. of 
the cost of the various departments and 
with certain minor adjustments, goes to 
the British Exchequer as Northern 
Ireland's contribution to imperial services. 
In other words, if Northern Ireland ran 
its Administration with a depleted staff, 
the saving. would not go to Northern 
Ireland, but would help to swell this im- 
perial contribution. This, of course, is no 
argument for the maintenance of an ex- 
cessive staff in Northern Ireland, but it is 
certainly an argument for the employment 
of the. same relative staff in number, and 
the duty imposed on individual members 
of it, as employed in the Civil Service in 
Great Britain. | Several years ago the 
British Treasury held an exhaustive in- 
quiry into the number and duties of the 
Northern Civil Service, and was at that 
time satisfied that it was not excessive for 
the duties it had to discharge. 


EX-SERVICE MEN’S CLAIMS. 


Just as the Northern Government should 
maintain the same comparative standard 
of Civil Service in Northern Ireland as in 
Great Britain, for these reasons so they 
should also treat» ex-Service men in 
Government employment on the same 
level as the British Government. It 
would certainly be no credit to the 
Northern Government to attempt savings 
at. the expense of ex-Service employés 
when the British Government have given 
similar employés in their service certain 
rights. Extreme dissatisfaction with the 
attitude of the Northern Government to 
ex-Service employés was expressed at a 
meeting this week. ‘It was pointed out 
that the British Government had changed 
from temporary status 12,700 ex-Service 
men to pensionable employment, and 
thus, in a large measure, solved a problem 
which has been engaging attention for 
twelve years. Instead of instituting a 
“P” Class for ex-Service men, as had 
been done by the Imperial Government 
and as had been asked by the Association 
of Ex-Service Civil Servants, the Northern 
Government has agreed to give only a 
certain number of permanent positions in 
the clerical class. ‘There will be general 
public support for the elaim that Northern 
ex-Service civil servants should be treated 
on the same basis as in Great Britain. 


FARMERS AND WHEAT. 
SU eae are armament = 


It is not surprising that the Northern 
farmers are dissatisfied with the wheat 
quota atrangement. Only about £12,000 
will be distributed to Northern farmers 
who have grown wheat this year, and ap- 
proximately £200,000 will be contributed 
to the wheat pool by Northern Ireland 
bread consumers. Altogether, two millions 
sterling is being distributed to 84,000 
British farmers who are registered wheat- 
growers, and in future years the sum may 
attain five millions sterling. The farmers 
receive the difference between the stan- 
dard price fixed by the 1932 Act, 10s. per 
cent. and the average price received for 
the wheat which they supplied. It was 
hoped that the Northern Ireland farmers 
would be able to supply the proportion of 
home-grown wheat that would he required 
for the bread consumed in Northern Ire- 
land; but in view of climatic and other 
conditions this is hardly probable, al- 
though there is expected to be a consider- 
able expansion in the Northern wheat- 
growing area next year. Mr: J. Minford, 
M.P., the Chairman of the Northern 
Branch of the Wheat Commission, has 
suggested that Northern Ireland should 
have a separate Wheat Commission, and, 
instead of sending such a large sum to 
benefit British farmers, any surplus 
should be used for the penetit of Northern 
farmers. It has been suggested that the 
surplus should be utilised either to make 
grants towards land annuities or as a sub- 
sidy to flax-growers. 


FREE STATE’S LOW 
MARRIAGE RATE. 


MORE BIRTHS IN DUBLIN 
THAN IN BELFAST, 


During the third quarter of the present 
year the number of emigrants from the Irish 
Free State to places out of Europe, and not 
within the editerranean Sea, was 229. 
This, and other interesting facts, are con- 
tained in the are return of marriages, 
births, and deaths, just issued by the 
authority of the Registrar-General. The 
population of the country, estimated to the 
middle of 1932, is 2,974, (1,514,000 males 
and 1,460,000 females), and wed an in- 
crease of 17,000 on the estimate for the 
middle of 1931, which increase was derived 
from the excess of births over deaths, and 
the balance between inward and outward 
migrants. 

he marriage rate per thousand of the 
estimated population continues to be low in 
the Irish Free State. For the period under 
review the rate returned is 4.7, 3,478 mar- 
riages being celebrated during the quarter. 
In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for 
the second quarter of 1932 was 4.9 per 1,000; 
in England and Wales 6.9, and in Scotland

HOME-MADE. CHRISTMAS 
CAKES. 


ORIGINAL DESIGNS SEEN 
IN DUBLIN. 


By a Spectat~CoRRESPONDENT. 
One: result. of, the development of technical 


education in Dublin has been the appearance 


of a new phenomenon—the home-made Christ- 
mas cake. i 

Nearly two hundred handsome Christmas 
cakes were on show yesterday. at the annual 
exhibition of students’ work in connection 
with the two City of Dublin Technica! Schools, 
held at the Kevin Street School. They 
ranged from simple creations with almond ice 
coverings to elaborately win roduc- 
tions in a variety of tone, but all looked at- 
tractive and toothsome. 

Some were the design of original minds. 
One, covered with beautiful pink piping, was 
the shape of a crinolined lady, after the 
fashion followed by makers of drawingroom 
tea-cosies. "” Another had its surface laid out 
in the style of a miniature garden, with steps 
and a pond. 

Most of the cakes were the work of women 
attending the domestic science classes, while 
the remainder were done by young boys who 
are apprenticed as chefs and are taking a 
short course of instruction at the schools, 

“The standard of the work this year is 
very high, indeed,” I was told by Miss K. 
O'Sullivan, the headmistress of the schools. 
“As a rule the work of the boys. compares 
very favourably with that of the women, 
though they are much younger and have had 
much less training, They are only taking 
short courses, whereas many of the women 
are third and fourth year students.”’

10 THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—For the stressing of one point 
lovers of literature will feel themselves 1n- 
debted to “A. E.’’—that great literature 
belongs not to an age or a nation, 
but ‘to all time and all peoples. 
The standard by which a writer 
must be judged is not whether he is a good 
Greek or Italian or Englishman or Gael, but 
whether his work is an expression of the 
common elements of human nature—the 
loves, the hopes, the thoughts, the aspira- 
tions which man at his best and sincerest 
feels in the depths of his being. The poet 
must contribute his share to '' that great 
poem, which all poets, like the co-operating 
thoughts of one great mind, have built up 
since the beginning of the world. ' 

Do we, when reading Sophocles or 
ZEschylus, Dante or Goethe, Shakespeare or 
Shelley, need to remember that they are 
Greek, Italian, German and English? They 
ate not read and loved because of their 
nationality, but because they, being dead, 
yet speak to us of a century so remote and 
a race ‘so different: because their work 1s 
based on the ‘eternal verities’’ of truth, 
beauty and goodness. What have a Greek 
and a Gael in common: why were the Gaels 
of Munster not so long ago so conversant 
with the Greek classics? Not we may be 
sure merely because of scholarship, but be- 
cause they had in common the deep seate1 
emotions of humin nature which change sc 
little. 

Liberty of thought and expression is just 
as uecessary for the creation of great litera- 
ture as is the underlying foundation of the 
human nature common to all. ‘‘ We must 
be free, or die,” said Wordsworth ; and the 
curtailing of this freedom will kill literature 
as surely as exclusion of light will kill the 
plant. Liberty of thought surely springs 
from something’ better than a people's in- 
difference or casualness about such a thing; 
it comes from a real faith In human nature, 
that human beings, on the whole, will choose 
the better rather than the worse, for the 
theme of their work. If, by his realism, an 
author produces in his readers’ minds a 
horror or repugnance towards whatever is 
wrong, then his work must take rank with 
work whose influence is good. Purity of 
literature is not gained by calling ugly things 
by fancy names or expressing ugly things 
in a roundabout way: the directness of the 
Bible is a model in this respect. Still less 
is the purity of a people ae by so-called 
control of its literature. t is no uncommon 
experience in the Irish Free State to-day to 
find people who have eagerly and painstak- 
ingly sought after and eaten “the fruit of 
that forbidden tree,” to whom such would 
be unknown without the convenient censor s 
list. 
Unless we Irishmen close our eyes utterly 
to facts, we know that ‘‘evil manners are as 
perfectly learned without books in a 
thousand other ways which 
stopped. Is not the common-sense atti- 
nde towards evil literature that of Milton, 
in the same book :—‘' Let her and falsehood 
grapple; who ever knew truth put to the 
worse, in a free and open encounter?’’ “For 
books are as meat and viands are; some of 
good, some of evil substance; and yet God 
in that una hal vision said without 
exception, ‘ Rise, Peter, kill and eat’; leav- 
ing the choice to each man's discretion.” “

the annual meeting of the old-established 
Mansion House Coal Fund yesterday, 
The Honorary Treasurer’s report, whiich 
was submitted by Sir J. Irwin and Mr. J. J. 
Nagle (showed that the subscriptions received 
last year were £528 14s. Od., and that the 
value of coals distributed was "£470 18s. JCd. 
The report further stated that, as in previous 
years, coal had been distributed in bags into 
the. homes of the poor on tickets provided by 
the committee for the usual agencies—the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, the Sick and In- 
digent Roomkeepers’ Society and the Dublin 
Parochia! Association. The members of 
these bodies visit the cases to be relieved, 
and aye, therefore, in close touch with the 
needs of the poor. 


CONDITION OF THE POOR. 

The Lord Mayor, moving the adoption of 
the report, said that the efforts of the com- 
mittee would require to be doubled in order 
to do the work that was expected of them. 
While it was true to say that the loca! authori- 
ties and the employers of Dublin were doing 
everything that was humanly possible to 
lessen the number of the unemployed, still 
they had only touched the fringe of the 
trouble. There were many thousands in the 
city receiving only 10s. or 12s. a week from 
the Home Assistance Board; and it would 
shock his. hearers if he were to mention the 
terms of the correspondence which he had 
been receiving for the last couple of months 
from persons who were in dire distress and 
unable to pay their rents. A large number 
of families were getting food tickets and 
nothing else. 

The Dablin Corporation was at present em- 
ploying 2,600 men on work which, 
not reproductive, was useful and valuable 
work, such as the clearing of portion of the 
Tolka River and the Dodder, in order to pre- 
vent flooding. What would be done when 
the present grants were exhausted’ The best 
way to remedy the situation would be to 
give encouragement all over the couritry to 
new enterprises. and to make an appeal to

DUBLIN BANK’S LOSS 


OF £5,600.

A day before Judge Davitt, Patr.ck B. 

Kehoe (39), teller in the National 
Bank in College Green, Dublin, who had 
pleaded “' guilty ” to forgery and embezzle- 
ment, was sentenced to four years’ penal 
servitude. 

Mr. D. W. Jackson, manager, National 
Bank, College Green, Dublin, said that the 
total loss was £5,600, the net loss to the bank 
being about £3,000. 

Mr. E, F. Fitzpatrick, Inspector in the 
College Green Branch, said that the frauds 
began in 1927, but this year about £2,000 
was taken. 

Mr, John J. Hooper (instructed by Mr. G. 
M. O’Brien), who acted for Mr. W. C. Casey 
on: behalf of the prisoner, said tines. Kehoe 
was not blameworthy altogether, because if 
a proper inspection had been carried out the 
discrepancies in the accused's books would 
have been discovered when the first embezzie- 
ment took place.

CHANCELLOR’S POLICY

Silks and other 
materials were ready fuel to the flames, 
and the fire spread rapidly. | 

Shop girls, women and children were 
seized with panic, and as many as could 
fled into the streets, where huge crowds 
were collected and had to be kept under 
control by troops with fixed bayonets. 


MENAGERIE PANIC. 


The majority of those in the building, 
however, were. trapped and fled in terror 
before the smoke and flames to the upper 
storeys and the roof garden. There, two 
lions forming part of the menagerie, added 
to the general consternation by roaring 
savagely in their terror, and making 
frantic efforts to escape from their cages. 

To those marooned on the roof five mili- 
tary aeroplanes dropped ropes and other 
apparatus to help them escape from the 
fumes and heat, which were rendering 
women and children unconscious, 

The fire brigades worked desperately to 
rescue the unfortunate shoppers and 
assistants. They eventually succeeded in 
subduing the fire after it had raged for 
three and a half hours, and the total 
damage is estimated at 5,000,000 yen 
(£310,000 at present rates). 


BRITAIN’S CASE. IN 
PERSIAN DISPUTE 


CIRCULATED TO LEAGUE 
MEMBERS.

GENEVA, Friday. 


The British statement of the case in 
the Anglo-Persian oilfields dispute was to- 
day handed to the Secretari:t of the 
League of Nations.

SOUTH AFRICAN'S

BAD LUCK DOGS CAPE 
FLIGHT ATTEMPTS.

MINISTERS REMINDED OF 
FORMER SPEECHES.

MEETING of civil servants affected 
by the proposed “' cut ” in the bonus 

was held in the Metropolitan Hall, 
Dublin, last night, under the auspices of 
the Civil Service Joint Committee. There 
was a large attendance, representative of 
the Civil Servants’ Clerical Association, 
Post Office Workers’ Union, Customs and 
Excise Association and the Association of 


Officers of Taxes. 
AN EMPHATIC PROTEST. 


Mr. William Norton, T.D., who presided, 
said that the meeting was called to protest 
in the most emphatic manner against the 
threatened “ cut ” in the already inade- 
quate wages and salaries of civil servants. 
After a meeting last year they endeavoured 


j to see the then Minister for Finance, but 


it was not possible to get the Minister to 
descend from his high pedestal to meet the 
representatives of the Service. A petition 
was signed by 12,000 civil servants asking 
the President to receive a deputation, but 
he did not deem it fit to meet their deputa- 
tion, which represented the men and 
women who bois » it. possible for the Ad- 
ministration to revolve. in that smooth 
manner which it did at present. 

They had every reason to believe that 
there would be a change on the part of the 
new Government. They had suppor‘ed a 
motion in the Dail asking for inquiry into 
the method of computing the cost of living 
index figure and the method of applica- 
tion. They were now aware that the 
Government had set up a committee of 
inquiry on the method of computing the 
cost of living figure, but on behalf of the 
Joint Committee he said that they could 
see no explanation whatever why that 
Government which in ‘Opposition de- 
manded. an investigation now sought to 
have the investigation limited. 


FAIR PLAY EXPECTED. 


They said definitely that they expected 
from the present or any other Government 
fair dealing with those who made the 
Administration possible. There was 
nothing scientific or fair about the cost of 
living index figure. What element of 
science or faitness could be imported into 
a piece of machinery which purported to 
measure the cost of living of every person 
receiving wages of from 6s. per week to 
£1,000 yearly. The figure had been 
nothing more than a machine for register- 
ing cuts in their wages, and did not truly 
represent the cost of living to-day. So 
far as this country was concerned the 
period chosen for the compilation of the 
figure was in the worst and bitterest 
period of the civil war. 

They maintained that there was.a very 


strong case for putting it into the dimbe#! 


of things forgotten, together with the 
unjustifiable reductions which came from 
an index figure compiled during a period 
when few wanted to think again, that the 
nation completely lost reason. Under it 
an officer receiving a wage of £4 12s. 9d. 
in 1921 was reduced at the present time 
to £2 17s. 9d., and if the threatened 
two-twenty-sixths reduction took place in 
January his salary would be reduced by 
3s. 6d. per week. That justified their oft- 
repeated claim, that no ether grade of 
worker in private industry had suffered 
such unjustifiable reductions. Having 
regard to the present cost of living, the 
wages paid in the Post Office section were 
little better than coolie rates of wages. 
They had a right to insist that the State 
paid decent wages, and the State had no 
righ’ to talk to anybody else about decent 
wages unless it also paid them. 


MINISTERS’ SPEECHES. 

They had had declarations from the 
present Ministry that they stood for decent 
wage rates. 

“We support them in that objective,” 
said Mr. Norton, “ but say also, “Go and 
put your own house in order.” Their 
simple claim was that the State should 
face its responsibility and acknowledge its 
unescapable obligation to pay decent wage 
rates. 

The Chairman went on to quote extracts 
of speeches of members of the present 
Ministry when in Opposition relating to 
middle and lower grade salaries, stating 
that they should not suffer any reduction. 
They relied now, he said, on those 
Ministers to fulfil their promises. 


AN INTERRUPTION, 

When Mr.. Norton concluded there was 
some disturbance at the back of the hall. 
Three members of the audience en- 
deavoured to ask questions, and persisted 
as Mr. Heron rose to propose a resolu- 
tion, 

Mr. Norton appealed for silence, which 
was restored after one of the objectors 
had been surrounded by several other 
members of the audience. 

There were cries of “ Why don’t you 
strike?” and “ The cut does not affect you 
very much.”’ 

Mr. Heron replied: ‘‘One postman is 
good enough to deal with half-a-dozen of 
you.”’ 

- Mr. A. Heron then proposed the follow- 
ing resolution :— . 

“That the Civil Service has already 
suffered more than any other section of 
the community by way of reductions in 
income in. consequence of the operation 
of the cost-of-living figure; that any fur- 
ther reduction would result in extreme 
hardship to individual civil servants, and 
that this mass meeting of civil servants 
calls upon the Government. to refrain 
from giving effect to the ‘cut’ which is 
announced to take place on the first of 
January, 1933, especially as the cost-of- 
living figure is at present the subject of 
inquiry.” 

Mr. P. Trimble, Civil’ Service Clerks’ 
Association, secouded the resolution. He 
added that they refused to believe that 
Mr. MacEntee would give effect to that 
sí cut.” 

A Voice—AÁre you sure of that? 

Mr. Heron—We hope so. } 

Later, when Mr. Heron referred to Ahe 
railways, another member of the audierice 
said, ‘‘ Cut it out,” and “ What the hell 
has this got to do with the meeting? ’’. 

Mr. Heron said that they wanted the 
Government to do the same with the Civil 
Service as they were endeavouring to do 
in the case of the railways. | | 

The motion was supported by Mr, D.

The Times, in eoncluding a leading 
article to-day, says :—The rise, ephemeral 
as it has been, of the ‘‘ tote clubs” asks 
& question and will demand an answer. 
Is it better that illicit betting shall 
flourish year after year in the streets, 
as it has flourished for more than half a 
century, or that the totalisator shall be 
employed under strict and impartial 
supervision for the reasonable satisfaction 
of the gambling impulse? Which policy 
is less weighted with social injury? Com- 
pared with the difficulty of giving the 
right answer to this question, the decision 
to bring dog-racing into line with horse- 
racing would be simplicity itself. Fortu- 
nately the question is léss urgent, since 
no particular injury can follow the sus- 
pension of the clubs, and no answer, 
general or . official, need or 
attempted until the Royal Commission 
presents the evidence on either side and 
its own conclusions. This much, at least, 


the legalisation of ‘‘ tote clubs’’ could not 
be undertaken for the benefit: of the 
‘private promoter or without proy'sion for 
the most rigorous public control. 

It is no chance coincidence that has 
tested the present law of gambling all 
along its front and brought destructive 
pressure to bear upon its more conspicuous 
anomalies. The origins of the case just 
fought and decided in the courts, however 
else regarded, is one more proof that the 
law now lags behind public opinion. A 
fair indication of how public opinion is 
moving is to be found in the evidence 
given on behalf of The Times and other 
newspapers before the Commission last 
Thursday. There is a large measure of 
spontaneous agreement in their submis- 
sions. Most of the Press in London and 
in the other great cities has no wish to 
be, or to become; a partner to private 
persons exploiting the gambling habit for 
their own gain and indifferent to the social 
consequences. On the main question, 
there is a large degree of consent that 
before the law can .be restored in full 
authority it must be relaxed and adapted. 
What is undoubtedly hoped of the Royal 
Commission is a report that will en- 
courage and assist the Government in the 
task of clarifying, amending and codifying 
a series of statutes that have come to bear 
little relation to the needs of to-day.

| perience of that already, and he feels that 
what the country needs to-day is a stable 
Government, if it can get it. 


SOCIALISTS’ CHANCE. 


The crisis at once enters a more difficult 
phase. The failure of M. Chautemps is 
the failure’ to form a Cabinet with M. 
Herriot. Washington, by refusing the 
British reservations, was responsible for 
the defeat of M. Herriot. Only Washing- 
ton could render possible M. Herriot’s 
participation in the next Government. by 
giving an assurance which satisfied the 
Chamber and the late Premier. 

Now another combination must be 
found, and the shadow of the Socialists 
is cast over the situation. 

M. Paul Boncour, the new Premier. 
designate, was Minister of War in the old 
Herriot Cabinet. A famous lawyer, he 
was an official member of the Socialist 
Party until a few months ago, when he 
left 1t to become an Independent. 

It is thought that he will negotiate with 
the Socialists with a view to their parfi- 
cipation in the Ministry.

NEW organisation, ‘‘The Saorstat 
A Road ‘Transport  Federation,’’ was | 
called into bein last . 


at a meeting, 
night, of members of the Motor Trade, held 
in Jury’s Hotel, Dame street, Dublin, under 
the auspices of the Irish Motor Hauliers’ 
Lissociation. - Mr. G. N. Jessop (Mary- 
borough) presided. The main object of the 
new association, it was announced, was to 
Jaunch a campaign against the threatened 
pdverse road transport legislation. 

The Chairman said that their livelihood 
was involved by rumours of Government 
proposals with regard to transport. A grave 
crisis confronted not only motor road trans- 
port, but also every business concern, and 
every farmer in the Irish Free State. The 
Government were now: being pressed into a 
position, wherein they could not avoid yield- 
ing to railway pressure unless those who 
were immediately concerned took swift action 
to let the people know of the true position. 
It was not in the interest of the State or of 
the individual that the older systems of 
transport should secure a monopoly. 

I we are content,” continued Mr. 
Jessop, “io allow the suggested proposals 
to come into law without offering the most 
vigorous opposition, we will not faithful 
to our trusts as custodians of road transport 
interests."’ These interests were shared alike 
by those in the road transport industry and 
by those whose goods and whose livestock 
were being moved over the reads of the Irish 
Free State. 


THE LIKELY POLICY. 


They did not doubt that if the Railway 
hnd Canal Companies obtained complete con- 
trol of the road transport the general polic 
would be to drive traffic back on to the vo 
ways, and so the employment of those in the 
motor transport trade would be jeopardised. 
Few realised the importance of motor road 
transport as a medium of employment. The 
most recent authentic figures had been col- 
lected with the census of 1926, but there had 
been, no doubt, considerable additions to the 
number of road transport employés since 
then, and those figures might be taken as an 
under-statement. 

The census of 1926 had shown that there 
were 8,971 people in the Irish Frev State, as 
compared with 25,116 road. transport workers, 
11,514 water transport workers, and 18,085 
other transport workers. In the figures for 
road transport persons employed ia- garages 
oter than the managers and owners were not 
invinded. “If,” said M*. Jessop, “it were 
possible to reckon accurately thé total num- 
ber of persons who get employment in the 
Free State as a result of road transport it 
would not be far short of 100,000 persons.”’ 

Mr. E. J. Fac -n (Athy) said that u drastic 
legislation, such as was conte~->lated, were 
introducéd, insurance companies and road 
transport suppliers would also be affected. 


AGRICULTURE’S INTEREST. 


Mr. J. J. Bergin (Athy) said that the 
interests of agriculture and road transport 
were identical. Agriculture wr: opposed to 
any form of State control of transport. ‘They 
had a Government to-day intimidated on one 
sid> by railway workers and embarrassed by 
railway directors. Agriculture, motor trans- 
port, and the motor industry in the Free State 
should pool their resources for the purpose of 
defending their common rights. The directors 
wero a stumb! -x block to the development 
ef the situation; and he (Mr. Bergin) under- 
stood that it was part of the Government’s 
policy to remove these people from office and 
replace them by five or six , ople to be 
nominated .y the State. In his opinion, as 
far as the general public were concerned, it 
would be merely getting out of the fryizg pan 
into the fire. He believed that conditions 
would ultimately be worse under such a 
Board, as they already had had a little 
experience in this respect in connection with 
another big and costly industry.

HEADMASTER’S 
REVIEW. 


br; was a large gathering of parents 


and friends of pupils’ at the annual 

distribution of prizes to the students 
of Kingstown Grammar School, held last 
night in the Town Hall, Dun Laoghaire. 

n presenting his report, the Headmaster, 
the Rev. E. J. Devlin, M.A., expressed the 

leasure they all felt at haying present the 
ishop of Clogher. “ 

In surveying the work of the past year, 
he said the first thing that stfuck him was 
the number of pupils on the roll. They had 
147, compared with 141 in 1931, 131 in 1930, 
and'°105 in 1929. It was gratifying that 
not alone had they maintained, but slightly 
increased the number on the roll last year. 

They had presented four pupils for the 
Trinity College entrance examinations, and 
all four gained certificates. He also men- 
tioned the success of pupils in bank and other 
examinations Speaking of the’ Intermediate: 
examinations, he said that he felt unhappy 
at. their failures. Very often, unfortunately, 
a boy working for an important examination | 
—matriculation or bank, for instance—found 
that the Inte iate examination coming. 
him; the subjects and types of questions were | 
different. What was considered important im: 
the one was regarded as of little value in the 
other. The result of this lack of co: 
otdination was that many of their best boys 
did not enter for the Intermediate or Leaving 
Certificate examinations, but preferred, quite 


“naturally, to work directly for the examina- 


that would determine their future 
careers. This was a great pity, as he would 
like to see every boy taking the inter- 
mediate in his stride after his fourth year in 
junior school, and finding it of real use to 
him in preparing for his university or other 
career. 

For the first time. in ‘the history of the 
schoo] they presented two candidates for the 
Irish Sizarship in Trinity College, and the 
one Open Sizarship awarded was won by one 
of their pupils, whilst the other pupil was 
fourth. 

He thought that the success during the 
year was in large measure due to the work 
of an excellent staff, who spared no effort 
in the interests of the pupils. 

He referred to other activities in the 
school—the Dramatic Society, the Junior 
Choir, the Scout troop cubs, and their annual 
sports. Their cricket season had been most 
successful, and he was glad the game had 
taken hold in the school. Hockey and Rugby 
were both flourishing, and more and more of 
the juniors were playing the latter game, 
while there was no interference with the old 
game of hockey. He asked parents to. en- 
courage their boys to play games regularly. 
Games played a very important part in the 
life of a school, and their share in education 
was not fully appreciated. 

Spedking of the coming year, he said that 
he was not satisfied that parents and school 
co-operated as they might, and with a view 
to improving this, and giving ts an 
opportunity of knowing more of the work of 
the school, he proposed to give each boy in 
the senior classes a slip every week, showing 
his marks in the Various subjects... ‘This 
would help parents to watch the progress of 
their boys.

THE NATIONAL MUSEUM. 


PRESENTATIONS FROM. WEST 
LIMERICK. 


Two interesting objects from the Abbey- 
feale district have reached the National 
Museam through the -kind intervention of 
Mr. .T. D. Harnett, shipping agent, Abbey- 
f@ale, the well-known West Limerick anti- 
quarian. “The first is described as a bronze 
rnshlight tweezers, and was found in the 
ruins of a house at Abbeyfeale. The second 
is an oval tracked-stone of a type used in 
ng mediaval times in conjunction with a 
steel for striking fire. The former is pre- 
sented by Mr. P. P. Woulfe, The Glen, 
Athea, Co. Limerick, and the Jatter by Miss 
Dollie Woulfe at the same address. The 
tracked-stone was found at Cnoc: na bPoll, 
Tuara Dubha, near: Athea, where several 
years ago a graduated amber necklace, with 
other objects of archmological value were 
(iscovered, and where in recent times traces 
of an ancient road and fencing came to light 
through: Mr. Harnett’s investigations. 

An interesting illustration of the Middle 
Bronze Age in Cork is provided by a bronze 
axe of the type called palstave, which has 
been obtained for the National Museum 
through the d offices of Proinsois Ó 
Ceallaigh, the well-known Gaelic worker. A 
similar axe from the same area was obtained 
in recent times; and.a third from the Red- 
mond Magrath (Dundalk) ection was also 
added in recent times,

Mr, H. Garland Wells, Chairman of the 
Greyhound Racing Totalisator Control Board, 
when informed of the decision, said to a re- 
porter :—‘‘ The present decision is a complete 
reversal of the many judgments given by 
Courts right up to the House of Lords. 
Relying on the decisions which had declared 
the totalisator legal on hound race- 
courses, hundreds of thousands of pounds 
have been spent in providing people with an 
evening’s sport which is both accessible and 
economical, whereas horse-racing is out of 
their reach. 

‘ Tf the artisan is to be denied totalisator 
facilities, while such are made legal for the 
leisured classes, the public will infer that 
there is one law for the rich and another for

é We shall ask the Home Secretary im- 
mediately for a pronouncement upon the

BISHOP'S VIEW. 


Dr. Guy Warman, Bishop of Manchester, 
said :—* This is really fine news; it means 
that totalisators are illegal everywhere except 
on race courses, The Act of 1853, which 
placed them outside the law, holds good, and 
in consequence tote clubs, at the activities of 
which I have levelled so much criticism, can 
no longer exist. Something will have to be 
done quickly to put a stop to them. It isa 
great victory for the rer gir cause.”’ 

Mr. Percy Macbeth, Salford City 
Stipendiary Magistrate, said:—‘ So far as 
totalisator betting on the greyhound racing 
courses is concerned I do not think it matters 
very much, but because it will mean the 
closing of the tote clubs I think it is to be 
welcomed, I think the decision is intended 
to mean that the totalisator is illegal except 
on horse racing courses. Anybody with a 
totalisator in a club will be keeping a gaming 
house.” . 

Mr. Holland, secretary of the recently- 
formed Northern Totalisator Clubs Associa- 
tion, stated that in his opinion the decision 
did not affect tote clubs, but only totalisators 
on greyhound racing tracks, and, because of 
that, the clubs would not close until some 
more precise information was available. 
“ The law’s ruling on clubs is entirely apart 
from this. If these clubs were declared 
illegal it would be like interfering with a 
man’s card party in his own front room, \The 
club. Jaw was decided in:London about nine 
months ago. 

Immediately. the Court decision was made 
known the more important tote clubs held 
conferences to decide upon what action they 
would take. Each club made its own de- 
cision; and, while some closed down their 
ready-money betting and went over to credit 
betting on their tote, others carried on as 
usual. 

The general feeling among clubs was, that 
no statement of policy should be made until 
the position had been carefully investigated. 


ANOTHER CASE. 

Major C. Lucas Phillips, Secretary of the 
National Greyhound Racing Society, said :— 
‘‘No statement as to the effect of this de- 
cision can be made until we have consulted 
our legal advisers. 

“ Another case has a been started 
in Chancery, which will enable us to take 
the question to the House of Lords.” 

The following question is to be asked in 
the House of Commons on Monday by Capt. 
Arthur Evans: 

“ To ask the Secretary of State for the 
Home Department: if, in view of the result of 
the sonal to the High Court on a case stated 
by the Leeds Stipendiary Magistrate on the 
question of the legality of totalisators on 
greyhound race tracks, he will introduce 
legislation to alter the constitution of the

We tried to telephone the Fire Brigade, but 
the wires had been burned, and eventually one 
of the boys ran to the nearest fire alarm and 
summoned them from there.” 

The class rooms and gymnasium stand close 
together, and near them is the science labora- 
tory, also constructed of wood. If this had 
caught fire the main school buildings might 
easily have been involved, as only a few yards 
separates them. The laboratory, in fact, is 
charred by the flames, but the rubber com- 

ition on its walls melted instead of catch- 
ing fire, and this, combined with the direc- 
tion of the wind, probably prevented a much 
more serious outbreak.

The Queen’s University Dramatic Society 
repeated to-night, and will present again 
to-morrow evening, two tragedies. hey 
were Gordon Bottomley’s ‘King Lear's 
Wife,” and Strindberg’s ‘“‘Ghost Sonata.’’ 
The acting in “ King Lear’s Wife” was a 
long wa tter than in the Strindberg play, 
the subject of which was scarcely worthy of 
the time, and considerable attention be- 
stowed ua it. 

In ‘King Lear's Wife,” the playwright 
depicts the King wearing af emerald he 
stowed on an ancestress by the High King 
of Ireland. The only scene is laid at early 
morning in the bed-chamber of the dying 
Queen Hygd. Tired of his Queen and his 
daughters, and obsessed with the desire for 
an heir to the throne of Britain the King 
has sought a new love in the attendant of 
his dying wife, and in the presence of the 
Queen places her crown on tlie head of his 
new ueen. In the end the Queen's 
daughter avenges her mother, and at the 
same time exposes to the King the fickleness 
of his new Queen. 

Miss Anne Bereen, as the dying Queen, 
acted impressively. Iris Thornberry gave a 
magnificent interpretation of Goneril, the 
daughter. W. M. Brennan made an admir- 
able King Lear, while Irene Earl’s was at- 
tractive In the unattractive ró/e of Gorm- 
flaith, to whom King Lear made love. 

In Strindberg’s play, Mr. C. 8. Cree was 
good in the leading role of Old Hummel, the 
garrulous old rogue, the destroyer of homes 
and reputations. He had an exacting part 
as an invalid. Mr, W. B. James as the 
student was natural, but at times hesitated 
with his leads. Miss Bee Duffel] had a diffi- 
cult part as the Mummy. Miss Ray Rosen- 
field, as the young lady, did her work well, 
and in the last scene with the student was 
particularly good. 

Professor Meredith, the producer, is to be 
congratulated on the advance made by the 
Society, but there would probably have been 
a larger, and more appreciative audience, if 
there was a better selection of plays.

regions of the Empire will be sought 

systematically from the air if proposals 
now under consideration in certain depart- 
ments of Government for: the formation of an 
Imperial Air Survey Association be accepted. 
No detailed maps exist of much of the terri- 
tory under the British flag; experts declare 
that up to four-fifths of the Empire is in- 
adequately mapped, if at all. 

Thus, an organisation designed to cover the 
Empire as a whole, in a way similar to the 
operation of the Ordnance Survey Department 
in Great Britain, would face a giant task, 
in which its mainstay and chief hope would 
be the airborne camera, proved by years of 
successful survey work in many lands to be 
vastly superior in speed, economy and cer- 
tainty to any ground survey system. Aerial 
photography does much more than indicate 
merely the flat details of the country sur- 
veyed; it reveals where rich mineral deposits 
may be located, where the soil is most suit- 
able for cultivation, the zones in which 
forests should be preserved for commercial or 
protective purposes, the most suitable align- 
ments for roads and railways, and many 
other facts of immense value to proper 
government and development. 


NO PROFITS EXPECTED. 

Major H. Hemming, a leading authority on 
aerial survey, has revealed the existence of 
this ambitious project. He explains that 
the proposed organisation, formed by group- 
ing of the air survey companies, would not 
be expected to make profits; a financial plan 
has been thought out which would enable the 
work to be done without. support from the 
Government or from the operating compamies 
themselves. Government control of any kind 
is deprecated, because much of the experience 
and high reputation of the British air survey 
concerns has been gained in foreign countries 
—a branch of their activities abroad which 
might have to be severely curtailed’ if the 
Government were known to exercise the final 
supervision. 

In the last few years British companies 
haye photographed from the air thousands of 
square miles of territory in Africa, Asia and 
America, Regions have been mapped in one- 
tenth of the time, and at less than one- 
quarter of the cost of survey by ground 
methods, For example, aeroplanes flying for 
@ thousand hours, at heights ranging be- 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 feet, photographed 
fifty thousand square kilometres of the Sudan 
and Uganda, and maps were delivered in 
two years from the beginning of operations. 
The pie most elaborately organised 
ground survey would have lasted at least ten 
years, and at the end would not havé pro- 
duced nearly the mass of detailed information 
revealed at a glance in the aerial photo- 
graphs, 

IN THREE CONTINENTS. 

No less than 65,000 square miles of 
Northern Rhodesia, including several town- 
ships, were photographed from the air in 
eighteen months. nn Burma, India and 
Brazil important areas have been surveyed, 
the resultant maps have been used to great 
effect by the geologist, the mining engineer, 
road and railway surveyors, taxation authori- 
ties and many other departments of State 
and enterprise. In Canada vast areas, never 
previously mapped, have heen photographed 
and detailed maps prepared. 

British flying men have always taken much 
interest in this important branch of aerial 
activity. Aeroplanes of many different types 
have been modified for the work, and it was 
a British constructor who produced the “first 
fiying machine designed from start to finish 
for the most efficient execution of aerial 
survey This craft, a big twin-engined 
Gloster biplane, was employed on the North 
Rhodesian job. Its large reserve of power, 
magnificent view in all directions, and ability 
to maintain flight up to great heights on the 
power of ore engine, mace it eminently suit- 
able for flying photography, and, at the same 
time, practically immune from any risk of 
forced landings. 


FLYING OVER EVEREST. 

Plans for the Everest air adventure are 
making rapid progress, and, the expedition, 
which will attempt to conquer the world’s 
highest peak by flying over the summit, may 
be ready to leave for India early in the 
new year. The chief pilot, Squadron- 
Leader the Marquess of Clydesdale, and 
other members of the party who will take 
part in the actual flight are training for the 
ordeal of flying several hours over the roof 
of the world in conditions of storm and 
freezing cold that cannot be matched else- 
where, 

The organisers have acquired one aero- 
plane and are negotiating for another. The 
craft chosen is a Westland biplane, con- 
structed at Yeovil, Somerset, and fitted with 
a supercharged ‘‘ Pegasus”’ air-cooled engine, 
similar to that which drove Mr. ril 
Uwins’s aeroplane recently to ‘the world’s 
record height of 43,976 feet. Thus powered, 
the machine will have no difficulty in reach- 
ing the height of 34,000 feet demanded for 
sate passage over the 29,000 feet of Mount 
Everest, |

“To-night, when I arrived home, I received 
a letter from the Postmaster-General (Sir 
Kingsley Wood),” she said last might. “it 
was posted in London after the published 
announcement of the new appointments to 
the British Broadcasting Corporation was 
made—not before. It is a letter of extreme 
eulogy of the work of the Governors.”’ 

The following is the letter :— 

“ Dear Lady Snowden,—As you are aware, 
your term of office as Governor of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation will expire on the 
3ist December.

necessary for me to dwell upon it. . 

“TI feel sure that I must take this oppor- 
tunity of saying—and in this I am sure that 
I am voicing the opinion not only of my 
colleagues" in the Government, but also of 
the ever-increasing body of listeners—that the 
service given by the B.B.%: is not only 
unsurpassed; but unrivalled, throughout the 
world, and that not only the people of this 
country, but the large number throughout 
the whole Empire, are deeply indebted to the 
governors of the Corporation for the wisdom, 
vision and energy that they have brought to 
their important task.”’
